Spiders are said to be peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the charms of music. It is re 
. lated of a French prisoner of . war who was 
allowed to play upon the lute during Ins 
confinement in the Bastile that he was 
‘mueh astonished, after baving had his in 
strument for a few days, to see the spiders 
descend from their webs and gather around 
him in acircle as he was playing. A number 
of mice also came out of their holes to enjoy 
the music. When he ceased to play the 
spiders returned to their webs and the mice 
to their nests, but ever afterwards, while 
engaged in whiling away the tedious hours 
by music, he had the same curious audience. 
Moreover, the number of mice and spiders 
that came to gaze and listen grew greater 
each day, until at last he begged a cat of his 


| jailer, kept it in a cage and amused himself 


by letting it loose whenever he wished to 
create a panic among his strange com- 
panions. 

' Another Frenchman tells of spiders that 
came down from their webs and gathered 
around a skillful.violinist who was practic- 
ing alone in his room. Many other instances 
are cited by various writers to prove that 
these creatures are fond of music. 

As a weather prophet, the spider is re- 
garaed by many as the superior of Wiggins, 
or even the groundhog. If theday isto be 
windy or rainy they creep out of their holes 
and shorten the filaments on which their 
webs are suspended, drawing them up 
tightly. When they are indolent good 
weather may be expected; whenever they 
are unusually active look out for a storm. 

It is thought to be unlucky to kill a spider, 
but to have one crawl over your clothes is a 
ghre sign of coming good fortune—the 
general superstition being that the person 
so favored will soon receive a sum of 
money. ifaspider approaches you, either 
by descending from the ceiling or crawling 
toward you, itis asign of good luck; but if 

-the creature runs the other way some evil 
is about to befall you. Kulling a spider 
that crosses your path will bring bad luck, 
and if you are to kill one at all never on any 
account do so in your house. Shoulda 
spider drop from a tree directly in front of 
you before night you will be visited by a 
dear friend. In some parts of England 
there is a common belief that spiders will 
not hang their webs on an Irish oak because 
all sorts of #ermin were banished from 
every thing Irish by St. Patrick's decree. 

The strength of the spideris so great that 
it should entitle him to rank as a Sampson 
of the smaller animals. An eminent legal 
gentleman of New York State related, many 
years ago; a curious story of what he him- 
seif had witnessed. A striped snake that 
was fully nine inches long was discovered 
suspended alivein a spider’s webin a wine 
cellar. The web hung between two shelves 
two feet apartin such @ position that the 
snake could not possibly have fallen into it. 
Three spiders, eacli smaller tlian a fly, were 
found feasting on the body of the still living 
reptile. On examination’ of the snake by 
means of.a magnifying glass it was seen.

15th and 16th, has arrived here.

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FACTS ABOUT BUDDING, 


Which Sheuld be Understood by 
Everybody. 

The Portland Oregonian wisely 
suggests that about this time of the 
year fruit farmers prepare to do their 
own tree budding, and save paying 
nurserymen for trees next year, Peach 
pits cracked after exposure and planted 
in the middle of April come up finely 
the Ist of May, and by the middle of 
August they will if well cultivated, be 
in a condition to bud with any variety 
of the peach family, or with plums or 


prunes. If not budded this summer 
they can be grafted next winter or 
spring with plums and prunes. Bud- 
ding can be done at any time when 
sap flows freely and the new wood is 
mature enough to use its buds. The 
reason why it is put off till late in the 
summer is tkat a budded growth is 
not wanted for the same summer. The 
time to bud is as late as possible to do 
good work. 

If you become an expert at nursery 
work you may find it more profitable 
than tree planting.’ Knowing how to 
bud and graft,a man can convert a 
10-year-old tree in two or three years 
into whatever he prefers, in case he 
finds varieties growing he don’t like. 
Orchardists claim that they have been 
often deceived by the carelessness of 
hands who, being ordered to use cer- 
tain wood, make mistakes and do not 
care. Every orchardist who has pur- 
chased trees for a large planting has 
found himgelf in trees not being what 
he bought.” The: graft, if well done, 
gives a goud tree the third vear, as it 
saves all the life and vigor of the old 
«oot to push the growth of the grafts. 
By ail means learn to bud and graft, 
and save by that means.

Conductor Patten of the ill-fated 
train No. 10 says the Gazetre was in 
error yesterday in stating that he was 
pulling up to back in on the siding. 
He says he was pulling out—in fact, 
he did not intend to.stép at the switch 
at all, as he had a right\to the road, 
and that train 9 should have stopped 
at Verdi. He says that all west-bound 


trains have the right to the road unless 
otherwise ordered, and the east-bound 
trains have to sidetrack ; that immedi- 
ately after the two trains came together 
he looked at his watch it was 10:52, 
and that that gave him the right to the 
track by seven minutes. His en- 
gineer’s clock on the engine stopped 
at 10:52%, which shows that that was 
the time of the collision.

Shipping Weel. 

Wool- buyers inform the Silver 
State that wool in sacks is in the best 
conditon for market. The sacks can 
be readily opened for the purpose of 
grading the wool to suit the manu- 
facturer.’ By baling wool for shipment 
the sacks have to be cut open, and are 
therefore a total loss, and the fleeces 
being more or less torn are not in as 
good condition for the market as when 
taken from the sack. Baling, too, in- 
curs extra expense to the wool-grower, 
and, as stated, is detrimental to the 
wool. The only advantage gained by 
the operation is a lower freight rate 
but as from 350 to 400 nds of Ne- 
vada wool can be put in a sack and 
forty-five sacks can be put in a car,
